This is straight work of a kind to which no one can lake ex- 


ception. It is the business of people living under a represen- 
tative government lo know what their representatives are do- 
ing, and this is a duly that is altoglher too largely neglected. 
The average voter casts his ballot wi|h great zeal and then 
goes about his business, letting legislators and legislation take 
care of themselves. 
In too many cases he does not know 


what he wants in legislation and is indifferent to whal he gets. 


Not so with the tabor union men—in Massachusetts at least. 


They have ideas of their own, and their interest in legislation 
does not cease with the casting of their ballots. There are 
certain things they want done, and they propose lo place in 
office men who will do those things, so far as il lies in their 
power. 


This is business. It is Ihe course thai should be taken by 


every man interested in legislation, as every American citizen 
should be. 
It is the calling upon every legislator to give an 


account of his stewardship before presenting himself for fur- 
ther' honors, and il is a notice thai he is not working in the 
dark, but thai those who placed him in olfice know \Vhat he is 
doing and propose to govern.themselves accordingly. 


If the voters generally would adopt this plan there would be 


less careless and mischievous legislation (nan there is. The 
labor union men of Massachusetts.have set an example worthy 
of emulation by all-voters.'.
